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Judge Bernard Hurley ruled last week 
that village Reeve Tom Deline was in 
breach of section 2 (1) of the municipal 
conflict of interest act but added that ‘‘any 
contravention of the Act was committed by 
reason of a bona fide error in judgment on 
(his) part,’’ and dismissed the application 
without costs. The action was prone 
against Reeve Deline by Councillor lan 
Connerty. 

The summation of Judge Hurley read as 
follows: 

REASONS FOR JUDGMENT 

This is an’ application under the 
Municipal Conflict of Interest Act 1972, 
1972 St. of ©., c.142 to declare the seat of 
Thomas Deline, the Reeve of the Village of 
Madoc, vacant. 

At the outset I suggested that viva voce 
the matter on the affidavits filed, two by 
the applicant, lan Connerty, who is a 
village councillor, and one by Mr. Deline,

Councillor Kramp took it on 
himself to voice the opinion of many of the 
other members of council when he stated 
that, ‘This resignation is very ifidicative of 
the situation that council is in and it 
appears to be gettin progressively worse. 
Everybody knows why Marilyn is quitting 
and | don't like it. We've got to get our act 
together or we are all going to go down the 
tube.’’ (The reason that Mrs. French gave 
for leaving her position was the fact that 
she was getting married in August) It was 
decided that advertising would begin 
immediately for a new clerk-treasurer, but 
that this “council needed a professional, 
experienced person and no avenue fo 
retain that type of person’ should be 
overlooked. 

Jim Hase, from J.D. Lee Engineering, 
was present at council to report on the 
water and sewer project and to request the 


passing of several resolutions and by-laws * 


in order to go ahead with the application 
for OMB approval. Mr. Hase advised that 
the total cost of the project will be three 
million dollars with the village paying 
$750,000. The annual cost for debenturing 
this amount will be between $90,000 and 
- $100,000. This cost will be raised one third 
on the mill rate and two thirds on the water 
and sewer charges. This sounds like it 
could mean a large increase for the 
taxpayers of the village, but the price 
uoted by Mr. Hase was surprisingly low. 
the average homeowner, with water and 
sewer, is looking at a monthly increase of 
just $10 while the homeowner without 
water and sewer is, looking at a monthly 
increase of just $3.60. These rates would 
take effect the year after construction. 
It was decided at council that another 
test should be done on the number two test 
well site on the Burke property. Members 
of council were not sored 4 with the way the 
last test was conducted and they felt that 
the site should definitely be ruled out 
before they moved on to another site.

Mr. Deline was present at the May 7th. 
1979, meéting of the village council. The 
following is an excerpt from the minutes of 
that ‘meeting: 

‘Councillor Connerty. expressed his 
concerns regarding contamination in the 
proposed test drilling area, suggesting that 
it may be better to clean up #2 well. Deputy 
Reeve Kramp advised that this had been 
looked into and was very costly with nc 
guarantee and no one could advise 
regarding contamination prior to drilling. 
The plan is to drill a 6"’ test hole and test 
water quality at that time. The Clerk 
advised that J.D. Lee Engineering, the 
hydrogeologist and the Village solicitor 
advised that it would be highly unethical to 
change drillers at this time. The Solicitor 
also suggested the possibility of a breach of 
contract but was not certain prior to lookin 
further into the contract. After muc 
discussion as to whether or not to change 
drillers or hydrogeologists, Council con- 
curred that we proceed as we are in order 
to prevent delays. Councillor Connerty 
asked for information regarding the 
property proposed for test drilling. Deputy 
Reeve Kramp advised he had been unable 
to obtain a description until today and that 
options would not be proceeded with. 
Councillor Connerty asked if this would be 
brought to Council and was advised by 
Reeve Deline that a resolution had been 
passed by Council at the March meeting 
authorizing the Clerk to proceed with the 
120 day options but further test drilling or 


‘purchase of property would require 


authorization from Council in the future.”’ 

A small segment of the Ross Clarke 
property was one of the parcels on which 
Council instructed the Clerk to obtain a 120 
day option. Mr. Deline did not disclose his 
interest and he took part in the 
consideration of that matter. 

Some of the facts I have recited are 
contained in the affidavits. The remainder 
were supplied to me as agreed facts by 
counsel. 

It seems clear to me that Mr. Deline had 
a pecuniary interest in his contract to 
purchase the land which was reasonably 
likely to be affected by a decision of the 
Council. As well that contract is ‘‘any other 
matter’ in which the Council was 
concerned. 

In my opinion Mr. Deline was in breach 
of s.2(1). 

The result of such a finding, as provided 
in s.5(1) of the ‘Act, is that, subject to s.5(2) 
Mr. Deline’s seat should be declared 
vacant and he may be disqualified from 
being a member of Council. Free of the 
inapplicable words s.5(2) provides: 

‘‘Where the judge determines that a 
member of council has contravened 
subsection 1 of section 2, if the judge finds 
that the contravention was committed 


trove inadvertance or by reason of a 
i 


bona fide error in judgment, the member is 
not subject to having his seat declared 
yacant or to being disqualified as a 
member, as provided by subsection 1.’’ 

Mr. Deline was not cross examined on 
his affidavit. No reason for disbelieving 
him was put forward. | accordingly accept 
the statements in his affidavit that he did 
not regard the contract to purchase the 
Clarke property as the source of any 
conflict until he removed the condition May 
10th, that at a Council meeting that day he 
declared his interest and that, to quote his 
affidavit, any contravention of the Act was 
committed by reason of a bona fide error in 
judgment on (his) part. 

Accordingly | conclude that his breach of 
s.2(1) was committed through a bona fide

arena while the arena manager was on 
holidays. Comments had been made about 
the hammer hanging over their heads but 
again Mr. Connerty seemed to relieve this 
pressure in a weekend interview. ‘‘I expect 
the next hammer to fall on nfe and I’m 
prepared for that. He (Reeve Deline) can 
take me to task any time he likes.” 

Mr. Connerty declared his conflict at the 
special meeting and felt that there was 
nothing illegal about declaring the conflict 
because he was trying to solve the problem 
of a manager while the arena manager was 
away and there had been no discussion of 
wages for the two weeks he would be filling 
in. When it was made known to him that 
the arena committee wanted to pay him 
something ($250) for those two weeks, then 
he declared the conflict. ‘‘If 1 had failed to 
declare the conflict, then I would have been 
doing something illegal. Each elected 
official must decide for himself if he is in 
conflict and, if there remains any doubt in 
his mind, he should seek legal advice.’’ 
Mr. Connerty went on to explain that 
several councillors haye declared conflicts 
this year and he had declared once before 
this. He felt that this council had made big 
strides in making the public aware of what 
was happening in council chambers and, 
for this, he gave Tom Deline 100 percent 
marks. ‘‘This council is involving the 
people who, for the first time, are not just 
electing politicians for two years and 
letting them make the decisions.’’ 

The conflict of interest law is presently 
being reviewed and all members of council 
seemed unanimous that it was needed. All 
recommended that some leniency for small 
towns on some topics would not be a bad 
thing. Hopefully, our council will forget 
this issue and continue to’ work towards the 
betterment of the community, as they were 
elected to do. They are capable of doing 
this but, they have to do it before their-two 
year term runs out and Madoc is set back 
another two years. If not, it will be up to 
the ratepayers to solve the problem once 
and for all in the next election.

His hometown came out to honour him 
along the main street and threw confetti at 
him and cheered loudly for the two minute 
duration of the parade. Pat Fennell waved, 
his parents sitting behind him, beaming 
with pride as their son collected his due 
reward. 

It was fleeting- normal traffic soon 
resumed, and Pat returned to t-shirt and 
jeans, and might walk down the street 
unnoticed but for his height and size. 
Fleeting, like the glory or tragedy of the 
sport he undertook late in his teens-boxing. 

Patrick William Fennell is twenty-two, 
and in the five years he has been a 
competitive light; heavyweight boxer, has 
won a long sing of national awards. His 
latest feat was an incredible performance 
at last month's Pan Am games, whergsthe 
injured and heat prostrated boxer slugged 
his way to a bronze medal. Now he is 
bound for the Moscow Olympics. 

‘| guess you could say it started in the 
basement,’’ he smiles, anticipating the 
biographical necessaries. ‘‘I started — 
around with the punching bag and my Da 
taught me a few ply about -boxing.”’ 

I'm not sure what a boxer is supposed to 
look like, but wouldn't assume upon 

sight that Pat Fennell was one. He is soft 
“spoken, has a ready wit and is quite 
modest- exhibiting none of the signs o the 
brash punch-drunk stereotype. He has the 
size, the reach, and ‘boundless self- 
confidence in his ability-that is the part 
that makes him a boxer. 

Campbellford claims him as their own, 
but he spent his high school years in 
Madoc, where his old friends may be 
delighted to ‘hear he’s doigg well,

“Knockouts are part

A sports-minded teenager he was an 
able hockey player as well, but when he 
went to Toronto five summers ago, he 
began training and showed enough savvy 
to earn two boxing dates.

‘I Jost to him-then,”’ he says. ‘‘l 
avenged that right here- the first and only 
time I ever fought in Campbellford.”’ 

November 18, 1978 brought Pat Fennell 
to hero status:in his home town. He was 
slated to rematch East in a ten round bout 
before a crowd screaming his name- also a 
first for Fennell. 

‘Fighting in front of the town like that 

ut a lot of pressure on me- I didn't want to 
et them down. My friends and family were 
there,'’/ he recalls. 

Pat, as usual, didn’t let anybody down, 
with the exception of East. He won by a 
decision, but in the late rounds, easily 
outclassed his aaa and the first 
boxing match in Campbellford in over 20 
years was over. He was hoisted onto the 
shoulders of friends. and supporters and 
got his first experience with hero-worship. 

The Canadian champion wasn’t about to 


rest on his laurels. 1 met him during the

first week of classes in Toronto two years 
ago. My friend and I tried, to coax him to 
join us for an evening on the town. Nope, 
he said, I'm in training. His training,

_ ‘After the Olympics,’’ he vows, ‘‘I'm 
putting boxing aside until I graduate. 1. 
can’t plan any farther ahead than that.” 

He could see the Pan-American games 
coming. Critics of the games say that 
without Eastern European competition, the 
results are meaningless. But the heroism 
and drive of Canadian athletes alone in this 
year’s Pan-Ams added an air of drama to 
the eighth games.

He methodically qualified for the games 
by sweeping all national competition aside. 
He doesn’t go into much detail as he moves 
from the Ontario tournaments to the 
Canadian qualifiers. He just wins and 
that’s all there is to it. It’s no big deal. 
Within three weeks in April he battered 
enough Canadian flesh to qualify. 

En route to the games, he took part in an 
international tournament where he got his 
first look at Eastern Block boxers. It was 
October 1978, and he met boxers from 


hting to the top 


Hungary, Poland, Yugoslavia, Czecho- 
slovakia and a dozen other nations. He 
learned quickly that the comrades weren't 
robots after all and decimated them as he 
would a sparring partner at the Cabbage- 
town Boxing Club. He won a gold medal for 
his efforts, but. gained much more in 
self-confidence and prestige. Small wonder 
he buried East a month later in 
Campbellford. 

It was in Finland that he studied the man 
he figured would be the obstacle in his path 
to a gold medal at the Pan-Am games- 
Tony Tucker. : 

‘*l thought I'd do okay. I had definitely 
more confidence in myself after fighting 
against the level of competition I met in 
Finland,"" he says. 

With television cameras pointed at him 
for the first time, he put on a stron: 
performance unfettered by tension 
self-doubt. 

‘The atmosphere for the Games was 
quite relaxed, actually.”” he recalls. “But 
the heat did take its toll. It saps you 
strength. Some days | got up and felt 
totally uninspired. The Latin-American 
fighters were climatized to this, and that 
added to the difficulty." 

‘Wait til Moscow.” 

After qualifying, he encountered Aris- 
tarco Sanchez from Colombia. The 
Colombian seemed rerady. for sacrifice, but 
got in close, and pulled an unseen stunt 
that may have cost Fennell a shot ata gold 
medal. 

**He butted his head against mine alter 
getting in close.’ he says, without 
bitterness. ‘Yea, he was real good with his 
head. Should have put a boxing glove on 
it." 

“The officiating was really slack. | 
wasn't the only one who was head-butted. 
There were at least 10 to 18 others.”

Was it too late to save this year? His 
coaches accessed the deep wounds and 
looked ahead to his fight with Tucker, the 
American. They knew he had the bronze ail 
wrapped up- if he could last the three 
rounds against Tucker, he would have the 
silver. Then he would be pulled trom 
competition. 

“It was a calculated risk.” recalls 
Fennell. ‘‘But there were more than f 
counted on.” ' 

His right fist, thunder under leather, 
was betraying his messages. A pinched 
nerve between his knuckles made him 
unable to clench his fist properly. He 
complained that it handled like a wet 
dishrag. Electrical shocks were passed 
through his hand to revive the nerve, and 
they gave him a shot of cortisone for good 
measure. The .cortisone was more 
dangerous than the pinched-nerve, but it 
was a means to fight now and writhe in 
pain later. 

‘| had to approach the fight very 
cautiously,"". he says. “‘l couldn't go 
barging in and give him something to hit.” 

Fennell played Tucker's waiting game, 
jabbing from a distance and protecting his 
unhealed eyebrows. Then he stepped off 
balance, and Tucker pressed advantage. 
Fennell fell to the canvas, and bided his 
time until the end of the round. 

He knew he had lost the opening round, 
but his eyebrows were intact and he was 
still in it. The second round was a turn 
about. Fennell had Tucker worrying about 
position, but couldn't catch him. 

**| knew the third round would be the 
deciding factor,"’ he says. ‘“They told me 
Bee after him more. I did.” 

t took only 30 seconds for Tucker to 
reopen the ‘Colombian connection.’

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a Getting the best out 


of cut flowers 


Garden flowers can be brought indoors 
to give a summer whiff of perfume. To 
keep cut flowers as fresh as possible, an 
Ontario Ministry of Agriculture and Food 


horticulturist gives a few tips. “ 
‘“Cut-the healthiest flowers just coming 
into bloom early in the morning or in the 
evening when it is cool,’ says Russell 
Gomme. *‘Using a sharp knife or pruners, 
cut on a slant so the flowers can easily | 
absorb water."' If bringing insects into the : 
home is a worry. hold the flowers upside Bec 
down and gently shake them to dislodge 
ants. or spiders. The butt ends of 
hard-stemmed flowers. such as gladioli, 
Ne should be crushed 2% to 5 centimeters (1 
: to 2 inches) from the bottom to increase 
water iritake. The ends of milky-stemmed 
flowers should be charred with a candle 
flame. 

Conditioning cut flowers is the key to 
prolonging their life indoors. Place cut 
flowers in a pail of warm water for three or 
four hours, then transfer them to cool 
water. Mr. Gomme says this hardening 

. process allows flowers to tolerate their new 
home environment. Any leaves that will be 
submerged below water should be 
removed before the flower stalks are 
placed in water. The stems should be 
shortened and the water saould be 
changed daily. These practices help 
prevent bacteria growth that shortens the 
flowers’ life. Open-necked containers are 
preferable to narrow vases because they 
provide more room for water. Chances of 
flowers becoming thirsty are reduced, 

Sometimes. crooked stems can be a 
problem when arranging flowers. When 
conditioning them, wrap four or five stalks 
in newspaper.

Every long weekend brings predictions 
of how many people will die on the road 
and in the water. It’s one of summer's 
nightmares. 

€ prospect can become a little less 
nightmarish if you know what to do when 
an accident occurs, and there are things 


can. do, even without St. John _ 


Ambulance First Aid training. The first 
thing is to send for medical help if that's 
feasible and keep your head. If you are at 
the scene of a multiple accident - make an 
assessment of the whole situation quickly, 
because there are priorities. Look first to 
see if there is anyone who is not breathing 
or is bleeding seriously: If so those 
casualties should be treated first, and in 
that order. Broken bones are painful, but 
not life threatening. St. John Ambulance 
can teach you the skills to treat casualties. 

For the victim who is not breathing, 
make sure there is no obstruction in his 
mouth or throat, and apply mouth to mouth 
resuscitation. 

To control bleeding in most cases, apply 
direct pressure with your hand, and then 
with bandages. 

If there are casualties with spinal 
injuries or broken bones, you can help by 
steadying and supporting the injured area 
to prevent movement that could make it 
worse. 

Protection is what you should aim for, 
protection from further injury, from 
aggravating existing injury, and from 
shock. 

You moye casualties if you must, to 
protect them, from dangerous situations - 
from traffic or the threat of fire. If you must 
move them, manage it without twisting 
their bodies, if you can. 

Use mouth to mouth resuscitation ‘if

necessaty, and cover burns with a sterile 
dressing. Pitiatae. 

If someone cuts himself on an appliaiice, 
and is bleeding seriously, apply hand 
pressure to the wound over a dressing. If 
the first bandage becomes blood soaked, 
don't take it away, put another over it. 

Get the casualty to lie down, and raise 
the injury above the level of the heart if 
that’s possible. 

If there-is something embedded in the 


. wound, don't try to take it out. Apply 


pressure around it. 

In either of these cases, or in the case of 
any) serious accident, work quickly and 
calmly to prevent an injury from getting 
worse, and get medical help as fast as 
possible...

The 22-square kilometre natural environ- 


ment park features 150 campsites in groves 
of maple and oak, 
beach backed by 


three kilometres of 
the 60-metre high 
Nipissing Bluff and 17 provincially-signifi- 
including two 
Indian villages. 

Although the natural environment park 
emphasis is toward large campsites and 
footpaths instead of paved roads, the three 
camping areas each have a central comfort 
station with showers and laundry facilities. 
Another 150 campsites will be developed in 
the future, plus group camping and picnic 
areas, a winter and summer trail system 
and displays. 

At least four different cultures inhabited 
the Awenda area, including the Hurons, 


and provincial archaeologists have worked 
at several digs piecing together the 


‘lifestyles of the groups. 


Awenda is expected to be extremely 
popular because of the setting and history 
there, but also because of popular tourist 
attractions nearby like Ste. Marie-Among- 
Shrine and the Wye Marsh Wildlife 
Centre. 

Awenda, Huron for ‘the word’’, was 
developed under the Agricultural Rural 
Development Act (ARDA) with costs 
shared equally by the federal and 
provincial governments. 

Also present at the official opening will 
be Simcoe MPP George Taylor, Simcoe 
North MP Doug Lewis, ARDA representa- 
tives, Tiny Township Reeve Morris Darby 
and Simcoe County Warden William 
Gibbons.

Murphy’s Point is the aly provincial 
park in Eastern Ontario with boat-in 
campgrounds. Campers can reach the park 
easily by. boat from Kingston and Ottawa 
via the Rideau Canal system. The park is 
also easily found by following the signs 
from Highway 7, Highway 43 and Highway 
15. 

The park was designed over the last 11 
years to preserve outstanding aesthetic, 
natural and cultural features of the area for 
recreation and education uses. The 
province of Ontario.began to acquire the 
property as far back as 1958. Under the 
terms of the Agricultural Rural Develop- 
ment. Act; (ARDA), Murphy’s Point has 
been developed with costs shared equally 
by the federal and provincial governments. 

The park is located directly south of 
Perth on the edge of Big Rideau Lake in a 
landscape area where the southern 
extension of the Canadian Shield meets the 
St. Lawrence lowlands. The area boasts a 
mix of tree species from both terrains 
which provide habitat for a large number of 
song birds. 

The area is also a home for the rare but 
harmless black rat snake. Historically, the 
area is. significant because the first small 

scale mining operation in the vicinity was 
located there. 

The standard fees for provincial parks 
will apply at Murphy’s Point: $2 per day or 
$20 per season for each vehicle entering 
the park for day use and $5.50 per day for a 
campsite and_ vehicle permit. Boat-in 
campsites are $5 per day.

Woods, Water & Wildlife

Heyday of loggers awesome sight 


The heyday of the loggers in Ontario in 
the 1800s must have been an awesome 
sight. In a great sweep across southern and 
central Ontario, the timber barons stripped 
the virgin forest of its towering giants. and 
sent the massive trunks spinning down the 
spring freshets of many a river to the 
sawmills waiting below. 

Squared pine trunks supplied masts for 


the fleet of the King’s navy; oak, pine, and . 


maple provided material for the handsome 
furniture now fetching such high prices as 
antiques. 

To these carly loggers. the forest must 
have seemed endless. But it. was not. 
When the plunder was over, hardly an area 
remained untouched. The occurrence of a 
virgin stand of timber in southern Ontario, 
showing the kind of forest conditions 
prevalent before the work of the loggers, is 
now a rarity. 

One of the few remaining deciduous 
stands has now been preserved = in 
perpetuity - thanks in part to a forest 
products company. Shaw Woods, a 120 
acre forest near Pembroke, was recently 
dedicated as a nature preserve at a 
ceremony co-sponsored by the Shaw 
family, the Nature Conservancy of Canada, 
and the National Museum of Natural 
Sciences. The woods had been in the Shaw 
family for 132 years, and contains one of 
the finest virgin deciduous stands in 
Canada. This tract of white pine, hemlock, 
cedar. vellow birch, sugar maple, white 
ash, and numerous other species includes 
some of the largest trees east of the 
Rockies. It is being set aside as. a living 
muscum, to be preserved in its natural 
state for scudy by biologists and foresters. 


A virgin forest 


searching for 


heronries . 


A giant grey bird, rising with a 
startled cronk to flap slowly across the 
evening sky, gan only have one identity - 
Great Blue Heron. Anyone ‘who has 
watched the ungainly flight of Ontario's 
largest bird can hardly help but be touched 
by its air Of mystery. 

That mystery is fitting, for until recently. 
relatively litthe was known about herons. 
Surprisingly, herons usually nest in trees, 
often as high as ninety feet, in colonies of 
bulky nests used repeatedly tor’ many 
years. Herons. generally feed’ within a 
ten-mile radius of their colonies, especially 
favouring Marshes or sluggish streams 
where small fish, frogs, and crustaceans 
are available. They will also take mice, 
voles, or small snakes on occasion, and 
must eat considerable vegetable matter to 
help in pellet forniation. Like owls. herons 
form indigestable food into small pellets, 
which are regurgitated through the mouth. 

Because of their large size and colonial 
habits, herons are particularly prone to 
human disturbance. Heronries are threat- 
ened by logging, clearing for cultivation, 
construction activities nearby, and distur- 


- bance from. cottage ‘developments or 


passing visitors, but many have been saved 
by sympathetic owners or through the 
concern of local residents. Ironically, the 
repeated whitewashing of trees and the 
ground below by young herons often leads 
eventually to the demise of nest trees, and 
colonies occasionally must seek new 
locations. At Luther Marsh, a_ wildlife 
refage in Wellington County, artificial nest 
platforms have been tried, but so far have 
met withimited success. . 

The Ontario Herony Inventory, co-spon- 
sored by federal and provincial wildlife 
agencies and the Long Point Bird 
Observatory, has recorded 441 heronries 
across Ontario. If you know the location of 
a heronry, please report it to Mr. Terry 
Quinney, Long Point Bird Observatory, 
P.O. Box 160, Port Rowan, Ontario, NOE 
IMO. By collecting information on the 
distribution and habits of these stately 
birds, their long-term protection can be 
more readily assured. 


Areas such as this provide benchfivarks 
for scientific research, by providing natural ~ 
ecological conditions that can be used to 
compare with various kinds of distur- 
bances. The Federation of Ontario 
Naturalists argues that they serve a more 
fundamental purpose as well. In a world 
where almost everything has been 
modified by man, we have an obligation to 
set aside some representative areas where 
our natural heritage can be protected 
unaltered. We share this province with 
thousands of other species - it is only fitting 
that areas such as Shaw Woods be 
preserved for the benefit of our 
co-inhabitants.

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Farmers must get irritated by the 
empty-headed accusations thrown at their 
marketing boards. 


Big circulation magazines have joined, 


the chorus coming from metropolitan 
newspapers decrying the death of free 
enterprise. killed by marketing boards, 
they say. They also say that quota-setting 
boards have too much power and that these 
boards can hold up the entire nation with 
exorbitant prices. 

Whenever a discussion on marketing 
boards and controlled production. arises, 
the two terms private enterprise and free 
enterprise are bandied about. Most people 
consider. them to mean the same thing. 

They don’t. 

Speaking against free enterprise in this 
social-democrati¢ society is like speaking 
against motherhood, the flag, little girls 
and horses. It is time everybody got a clear 
idea of what these terms mean. 

They are not interchangeable. Private 
enterprise is easy to explain. 

Every farmer who isa't tied to 
government has a private enterprise. The 
government is not engaged in the 
production of eggs or poultry or beef or 
pork or mutton or corn or wheat or 
sovbeans. Not commercially. anyway. 
Purely for research and experiment. 

These industries are privately owned by 
individuals or corporations. Therefore, if

they are not owned by the government or 
the state, they are private enterprises. 
But what about free enterprise? | submit 
that free enterprise is a myth. It does not 
exist. It is an idea. a fanciful dream that 
went out with button shoes and wing 


collars. There is no such thing as complete 


freedom in any business. 

Whether you are producing something, 
manufacturing something or selling 
anything from elephants to elbows, you are 
not free to do as you please. In the early 
days of democracy, a laissez-faire policy 
was in vogue. The governments of the day 
adopted an almost hands-off policy. Big 
business--and little business, too--milked 
the people for every possible cent most of 
the time. 

As mass production techniques were 
developed and the large. corporate 
structures were devised, it became 
apparent that governments had _ to 
intervene. If left to its own devices, big 
business monopolized, eliminated competi- 
tion by fair means or foul and created 
trusts. cartels and other forms of 
monopolies to gouge the public. 

So anti-trust laws were passed, some as 
long as 100 years ago, to keep private 
enterprise honest. These laws are 
constantly being enlarged. 

Govetnments had to intervene in many 
ways such as unemployment insurance 
payments, pension payments, health 
insurance payments, compensation pay- 


‘ments. Security regulations were adopted 


to protect the investing public. Hundreds 
of government laws and regulations have 
been enacted to curtail the excesses of the 
business and industrial community. 

They are not free. They may be engaged 
in private enterprise but they are not 
engaged in free enterprise. Private 
enterprise is alive and well and flourishing 
even in agriculture and even in products 
which are controlled by quotas.

Wouldn't drink water, health official says

A report from Dr. M:G. Fisher, Director 
and Medical Officer of Health at the 
Hastings and Prince Edward Counties 
Health Unit in Belleville, which was 
received this past week at the municipal 
office, stated that Dr. Fisher couldn’t (and 
as far as he knew, no one else can) give a 
100 percent guarantee in the sense that 
there is no indisputable evidence to 
indicate what the long term chronic effects 
of petroleum distillates in water used for 
human consumption are. 

Dr. Fisher had studied documents and 
letters compiled by A. Oda and Mr. B.L. 
Miranda of the Public Health Engineering 
Service of the Ministry of Health and he 
summed up his report in this fashion, “In 
summing up all the above, I cannot 
definitely answer whether any amount of 
petroleum distillate is fit for human 
consumption in the water supply or 
otherwise, but the above evidence, 
although not specific, would lead me to 
take a highly conseryative attitude toward 
ingestion of such compounds. Specifically, 


1 would be of the opinion that people 


should not drink water ‘containing 
petroleum distillates for any prolonged 
period of time and I would consider it 
unhealthy to do so. I personally would not 
knowingly drink water so contaminated for 
any length of time.”’ t 

He went on to add, ‘‘The above 
discussion does not consider-the acute and 
chronic forms of poisoning due to 
petroleum products which occur with much 
higher doses than what appears to be the 
case in your second municipal well. Also, I 
have not considered the concentrations, 
however, without spécific knowledge, one 
can make no definite statements as to their 
effect.”’ 

It would appear that Dr. Fisher has only 
confirmed our earlier suspicions that the 
water from the nUmber two test well is 
unfit for human consumption over a period 
of time, whether that period of time is long 
or short. | personally wonder what would 
be a safe period of time for consumption of 
this water and also wonder if we, the 
residents of Madoc, haven't already 
passed that safe period. The lengt of time 
that it has taken to compile alf of this 
information and get a report from the 
Health Unit has been considerable and yet, 
we are Still left in doubt as to whether we 
could drink this water for an extended 
emergency or not. If we could not, what 
other alternative do we have? Will council, 
as they stated in an earlier council 
meeting, supply each and every resident 
with drinking water? 

Dr. Fisher seems content to use past 
tests (1977) and acknowledge that he does 
not have specific information which means 
that he cannot make a definite statement as 
to the effects of consumption of this water 
on us. | suggest that the department of

health has avoided making a definite 
statement on this subject long enough and, 
if they need more specific information, 
they should be down here and getting that 
information. They are paid to protect us 
from just such a problem and our council is 
elected to insure that the appropriate 
bodies do their job.

/ A few miles north of Marmora on the 
Centre Line Road sits the old Marmora 
Cheese Factory. It has been empty for a 
number of years - until recently, when two 
English immigrants moved in and set up a 
new business. 

David Viney and Rhys Bateman are 
making custom bicycle frames. And 
although at first such a highly specialized 
industry appears out of place in a rural 
setting, it quickly becomes apparent that. 
the owners of ‘‘Vini Bicycles’ feel. they 
couldn’t have found a better spot. : 

Dave Viney has been coming to the area 
for some ii and so, when he decided to 
give up his tire repair business in Toronto 
and go into the more specialiged 
frame-building business, he began looking 
in this area. Because most of his business 
is conducted at bicycle races anyway, @ 
more remote location doesn’t do him much 
harm he feels. mate 

“There are bicycle races nearly every 


ee 


es 


weekend. Generally we take orders at the 
races and deliver at the next one.’’ Even 
where bicycles have to be ship out, the 
éost is not that high for the light weight 
machines. Recent delivery of an order of 
B.C., Mr. Bateman noted, was less than 
$16.00. 

Then too, the key to building the best 
frames, according to both Bateman and 
Viney, is ‘‘knowing what the riders want’’ 
and the makers of Vini Bicycles are more 
than qualified in that direction. Between 
them they have more than 35 years in 


bicycle racing and although Viney had no 


revious experience \ building bicycles, 
ateman worked in the trade for three 
years before he immigrated. 

To really appreciate their expertise, you 
have to learn a little about the complicated 
world of bicycle racing. Most of us, if 
pressed, can come up with some dim idea 
based on things we've read about or seen 
on the Tour of France or men riding 
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horizontally at high speeds along the sides 
of the Velodrome. But that’s simply the tip 
‘of the iceberg. There are actually five 
types of bicycle races: Track races, road 
races, time trial races, touring races and 
cyclocross racing. 
Each one has different requirements for 
a good bicycle. Vini (they chose the name 
because it’s Italian sounding and that goes 
over well in bike racing) has just made a 
bicycle for one of the top road racers in 
Canada. That bike, which requires a lot of 
speed and power over the long run, would 
have a shorter wheel base, a stiffer frame 
and consequently be more responsive to 
the-rider than say, a touring bicycle which 


_ would require a larger frame for more 


comfort. ‘‘They’re not going for speed and 
wer but for the long haul. They want to 

e comfortable.’’ 

Then there is the problem of building the 
bicycle for the rider. The bicycler is 
measured from the base of the neck to the 
tip of the spine and from the ball joints of 
the hips to the floor in order that the best 
possible fit be made. 

Right now the shop is just getting into 
the swing of things. Although they feel that 
they can turn out thirty bicycles a month, 
Dave and Rhys are only averaging about 
five at the moment. The problem of 
establishing their reputation plus the 
practical problems of setting up any 
manufacturing concern are still beina dealt 
with. 

‘*We’re not producing as many bicycles 
as we feel we could be, but that doesn’t 
mean that we haven’t been busy,” Rhys 
says. ‘‘We've been busy getting this place 
working the way we want it to work and 
we've had lots of repair jobs.” * 

‘People are just feeling us out’’ Viney 
adds, referring to the repair jobs. He also 
feels that the bicycle recently manu- 
factured for lan Campbell, one of Canada’s 
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top road racers, will have an impact. 
**Once people get to know our work, we'll 
i 


get rolling, and a bike like that could 
really help us prove ourselves.”’ Mr. 
Campbell (known as ‘‘the animal’’ on the 
racing curcuit) took the bike for a 12 mile 
spin in the area, achieving 25-33 miles per 
hour speeds, and was very pleased with his 
first impressions, Bateman said. 

Meanwhile Viney and Bateman are both 
keeping their hands in bicycle racing. In a 
recent outing Rhys was third in a 40-mile 
Criterion Road Race in Toronto- despite a 
flat tire. He’s in class “C" right now, 
faced with the prospect of working his way 
back to the top group after immigrating 
from England where he was ‘‘pretty close . 
to the top” in timing the National Track 
Champions trip in 1926. At 25, he’s been 
racing for 12 years. 


Viney is primarily a Cyclocross Racer. 
The President of the Canadian Cyclocross 
Association, he’s -been to the world 
championships 3 times, once for Britain 
and twice for Canada. He finished 22nd in 
1975. He hopes to return again this 
January. He is also responsible for having 
the Ontario Cyclocross Championships 
held in Marmora this fall. 


His most recent racing effort was a 
second in time trials where he covered 25 
miles in one hour, two minutes and eight 
seconds. He has raced both in Canada and 
England for 23 years, since he was 15. 

Bateman and Viney are both enthusiastic 
advocates of bicycle racing and are now 
turning that interest into the basis for a 
unique industry. 

What’s more, they provide another 
couple of jobs for the Marmora area and, 
hopefully, with the coming of the 
Cyclocross Championships, another in- 
teresting tourist attraction. What more can 
we ask for?

Commencing August 1, .1979, the 
Ontario Provincial Police will introduce the 
use of Alcohol Level Evaluation Roadside 
Testers (A.L.E.R.T.), the Hon. R. Roy 
McMurtry, Q.C. Solicitor General of 
Ontario, announced today. 

‘The A.L.E.R.T. is a screening device to 
help the officers more effectively identify 
drivers who may be impaired,’’ said Mr. 
McMurtry. ‘‘This device does not have the 
evidentiary value of a breathalyzer. The 
A.L.E.R.T. screening simply gives scienti- 
fic indication of whether a drinking driver 
should be prevented from driving at that 
moment for the safety of other people and 
should be taken to a station where a 
breathalyzer test can be administered,” 
Mr. McMurtry said. 

During an A.L.E.R.T. screening, which 
is conducted at roadside by a police officer, 
the driver breathes into a device, which 
measures the blood alcohol content. A 
green light indicates a blood alcohol 
reading of less than SO milligrams of 
alcohol per 100 milliliters of blood. A 
yellow oe is shown: if the reading is 
between 50 and 100 milligrams of alcohol 
per 100 milligrams which is the limit 
specified by the Criminal Code. A red fail 
light indicated a reading of 100 or more 
milligrams of alcohol per 100 milliliters of 
blood. 

‘“A.L.E.R.T. devices are being used to 
help alleviate some of the difficulties police 
face in apprehending impaired drivers and 
to help reduce, the number of road 
accidents, which have increased alarm- 
ingly in 1979 compared with the previous 
year,’’ said Mr. McMurtry. **We know that 
much of the carnage on Ontario's highways 
involves drinking and driving. We believe 
that this improved method of identifying 
impaired drivers, plus a greater willing- 
ness on the part of the public to drive more 
responsibly, will assist in cutting down the 
tragically high number of road accidents in 
our province.”’

Dear Editor, 
The Vietnamese refugee problem is the 
of war and is also the problem of a 
ruthless, despotic communist government, 
taking advantage of its own citizens and, 


. perhaps, us in the process. 


When I was in Vietnam, in 1955 - 56 as 
Legal Adviser to the Canadian Com- 
missioners with the International Control 
Commission stationed in Hanoi, the North 
Vietnamese at that time were planning to 
take over-South Vietnam by force and 
would have done 80,--but for the 
intervention of the Americans and they 
eventually succeeded. 

While I was in Hanoi, there was an 
exodus of 800,000 refugees from North 


_ Vietnam to South Vietnam. Some of these 


are now the boat people, who once again 
must flee a communist regime. 

Since the invasion of North Vietnam by 
the Chinese, the native Chinese in 
Vietnam have been added to the list and 
the end is not yet in sight. 

This is genocide, just as Hitler dealt with 
the Jews, only it is happening now. 
National Socialism, like Communism is a 
ruthless method of eliminating the 

position. The massive exodus from 

jetnam to escape certain death and 
slavery is why persons will do anything to 
escape. At the same time as_ the 
Communists are freeing themselves from 
their opposition by eliminating their own 


citizens they are raising dissension and. 


turmoil in the/free world. 

While freeing themselves of their own 
‘tundesirables’’ and first stripping them of

______ Student Manpower Report 


Students working in Ontario are 
protected by laws regarding wages. injury 
and job security as are all workers in the 
province. The provincial minimum wage of 
$3.00 per hour applies to students 18 years 
of age and older. For students under 18 
years.of age the minimum wage is $2.15 
per hour. For ‘all’students working in the 
construction industry the miniftum wage is 
$3.25 per hour, regardless of age. “Fer 
students moag liquer dire tiv tM thy 
public, the minimum wage is $2.50 per 
hour. No wage differentiation is allowed 
based solely on the basis of the sex of the 
student. 

To work in the construction industry, 
students must be at least sixteen years old. 
In general industry, the minumum age 1s 


15 years, while students must be at least 14. 


Overtime pay of one and one-half times 
the student's usual rate must be paid after 
44 hours work in one week. If a student has 
worked three months with an employer. he 
is entitled to the statuatory paid holidays 
that all Canadians enjoy. He must work the 
regular working days before and after the 
holiday and at least 12 days in the 4 work 
weeks before the holiday. If a student is 
entitled to the holiday but must work, he

This money is received at the end of the 
joh Site : ALAM BOSCANOERS al sabe AL 
entitied to written notice of termination of 
employment or to be paid in lieu of notice.

If a student isQworking in an industry 
covered by the Workman's Compensation 
Act of Ontario, he is entitled to all benefits. 
These include temporary disability pay- 
ments based on .75.. percent of the 
employee's pre-injury earnings. Per- 
menantly disabled employees are entitled 
to lifetime pensions. Students should be 
sure to report dangerous conditions to 
supervisors, to wear suitable safety 
equipment “and to report all injuries 
regardless of severity. 

All students should have social 
insurance numbers. The applications are 
available form the Post Office, the 
Unemployment Insurance office in Belle- 
ville or from Paul Hayman at the Canada 
Employment Centre for Students. Mr.

Unemployment insurance pre- 
miums are taken from pay cheques for all 
students working 20 hours per week or 
more. Any students 18 years of age or older 
contribute to the Canada Pension Plan. 
Check your pay stubs to see if the right 
deductions are being taken out of your pay. 
Deductions are often made for Ontario 
Health Insurance Plan contributions and 
such payments are not always necessary. 
Students, up to 21 years of age are 
generally covered by their parents’ OHIP. 
and many students have their own 
numbers. You do not have to pay into an 
employee group plan if you are covered in ; 
one of these ways. 

The Ontario Human Rights Code states 
that no one may be discriminated against 
on the basis of race, creed, colour, sex, 
marital status, nationality, place of origin, 
ancestry or age. A student who feels he has 
been refused a job because of any of these 
should report the incident.

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Rabies is something we're all vaguely 
aware of. When it hits the headlines in the 
daily newspapers its usually because 
someone has died of it and so it’s 
something we're all afraid of. But few 
people are aware of just how common 
rabies are and just how many problems 
coming into contact with it can cause. 

This was brought into focus locally when 
a family in the area had an 
experience that is likely to stick with 
them and anyone who has seriously 
listened to what they've had to go through. 

As is usually the case, the problem was a 
domestic animal. The family in question 
had a dog that was acting strangely. He 
looked poorly. He was feitning at the 
mouth, his eyes were bloodshot and 
mucusy. They took him to the veterinarian 
in Campbellford and as they were loading 


him in the car, the dog, usually very placid, ~ 


bit one person, breaking the skin. The vet 
diagnosed it as a ‘‘virus'’, suggested they 
confine the dog and gave them some 
medicine. | 

They confined the dog, but he got out 
and began fighting with other dogs in the 
area. He also nipped another member of 
the family, causing a serious bruise 
although not breaking the skin. They 
finally gather him up and took him to 
another vet. The doe died and the 
veterinarian analysed it as rabies. 

Now comes the painful and inconvenient 
part. The two people who had been bit had 
to travel to-the County Health Unit in 
Belleville, get the anti-rabies serum, take it 
back to the local veterinarian and have him 
administer it - two shots in the stomach for 
seven days, a single shot for seven 
more days. As well they received a 
number of shots in the area of the wound 
the first day. Possible reactions to the 
serum include hepatitis, nausea, dizziness, 
itching and rash. Fortunately itching and 
rash were the only two side effects

serious. Eight dogs and a cat from theirs 
and neighbouring ‘houses were shot as a 
result of the rabid dog.

In fact rabies is a moderately serious 
problem that the authorities have under 
control as best they can. ‘‘We’ve had to 
live with rabies for years and years, since 
1959" Dr. McCorquodale said. ‘‘Anytime 
you're dealing with rabies it’s serious.

most obvious in, the fox and skunk 
population. ‘‘Foxes and skunks are 


‘reservoirs for rabies. Roughly, the level of 


rabies seems to follow the level of the fox 
population. If there is an upsurge in the fox 
pulation, there is going to be an upsurge 
in rabies. For instance in the early part of 
this year there was a ‘‘hot spot’’ (a number 
of rabies cases in a single area) in the 
Bancroft area. We weren't surprised. We 
knew there was a buildup in the fox 
population and that they were having

trouble with rabies in Renfrew so that it 
would spill over to North Seri It 
seems to have died down now. It always 
does.”’ 7: wee 


Dr. McCorquodale-also theorises that 
foxes may not be the most seriously 
affected by rabies, only the most obvious. 
"Foxes seem to have no resistance to the 
disease. Foxes- and skunks get close to 
buildings and to animals when they have 
rabies. 

Because rabies travels so easily through 

wild populations there is no real way to 
control it--Dr. McCorquodale believes that 
we are likely to have rabies for as far into 
the future as we can foresee. But there. are 
certain common sense moves we can make 
to prevent humans from coming into 
contact with rabies. 


What you can do 


The first is to vaceinate domestic 
animals. ‘‘I’m not recommending it for 
cows, because it doesn't seem to give the 
same immunity as for-dogs and cats. But 

dogs and cats should be vaccinated.” 
Unfortunately, this isn't done. Many 
people overlook it or don’t think its 
important. And, says Dr. McCorquodale, 
free public clinics don't work. ‘‘There’s 
always people who cah't bother to bring 
their dogs in. | think we're lucky if we get 
sixty per cent of the animals in an area 
while. we hold a clinic.” 

This he says. makes public clinics 
damaging. It gives people a false sense of 
security to think that every dog in the area 
is vaccinated when it isn't. It’s a waste of 
the taxpayers’ money. Mr. McCorquodale 
teels that public clinics are likely to go on, 
simply. because it’s a standard reaction 
when there is a serious outbreak in an area. 

Another common sense move is to keep 
away from an¥ wild animals that are 
behaving strangely. *‘A fox in normal good 
health-won't come up to you. And children 
should be kept away from animals. We get 
chipmunks and squirrels sent in here, they 
usually don't have rabies, but they've 

' bitten a child. Tell the children to leave 
them alone. Dr. McCorquodale also points 
to the foolishness of handling a dead 
animal thought to have been rabid. 
Because the rabies is passed on through 
the saliva through an open wound (even a 
small’cut will do) this is dangerous. Use 
rubber gloves. 

The alternative to taking these pre- 
cautions as these Marmora people have 


found out recently, is shooting domestic ° 


animals and painful, time consuming shots 
and, if the disease is not treated death. 

Common sense, as Dr. McCorquodale. 
points out, points to taking the trouble to 
avoid that. But common sense is losing out.

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- With the current price of gold soaring to 
all-time highs some persons are casting a. 
speculative eye on those gold mines of the 
past which were abandoned because the 
veins were of border-line quality, but 
which, in today’s market with new 

rocedures, might be profitably worked. 

such mine which closed during World 
War Ii after operating off and on for some 
40 years, is the one located at Cordova 


Mines, to the north of and halfway between = 


Marmora and Havelock on county road 48. 
A group of Toronto and Havelock 
businessmen are presently making tests at 
the mine in. an attempt to evaluate a new 
process for treatment of gold ores. This 
process has been used in a few places, 
particularly the U.S., with fairly good 
recoveries of ores that were uneconomic to 
treat by conventional methods, and the 
local syndicate is hoping it will prove 
successful with the Cordova ore pile. The 
Ontario Research Foundation has been 
working with the process for a long time in 
their laboratories where it proves effective 
but not enough research has been done in 
the field, according to Walter Hood, one of 
the Havelock men involved with the 
Cordova mine.

Brown, who now owns the property and 
lives in the original mine manager’s house, 


claims the ore is not and never, was of . 


sufficient high grade to prove. economical 
to mine with traditional methods. It runs, 
he says, at about 0.12 ozs. per ton. He 
would know whereof he speaks being a 
mining engineer and consultant> of wide 
renown. (Camflo Mines, Quebec, is nanged 
in his honour.) His opinion of the mine is 
based on a diamond drilling evaluation 
done by Camflo in 1965 some 25 years after 
operations closed in Cordova and the 
report confirmed existing theories that the 
old workings were. not economic. 

Then, there are others around like Jim 
Cumming who at one time owned the mine 
along with Roger Young and Harry Bowen, 
after the 1940 closing. He is a life-long 
prospector in this area and a mining 
engineer of world-wide renown. His book 
on diamond drilling has been published all 
over the world. He sees the reason for the 
closing of the Cordova operation-as partly 
the’ result of inefficient management, 
although he, too, agrees the ore body. is 
borderline. 

However that may be and whether or not 
Cordova Mines ever sees a revival of its 
mining.industry, it is pleasant to dream of 
rich veins of gold. There is still gold at 
Cordova but we will probably never ace 
see there the gold fever and its attendant 
bustle of life experienced at the turn of the 
century when the site was but a wagon trail 
through the bush. Its present business 
section of one general store and a craft 
shop is but a pale reminder of the glory of 
the 1920s when there flourished there 
three general stores, a post office, a 
butcher shop, a baker, a livery, a 
refreshment parlour, a large company 
boarding house, a_ public school . and 
company-built houses for 500 people - but 
no saloon, a brochure published at the time 
adds in parentheses, apologetically, or 
perhaps smugly, seeing that the pamphlet 
was issued to drum up investment money. 

The gold mining days story, told to me 
by several persons who had knowledge of 
the mine when it operated, is that it all 
started in 1880 when a man named 
Carscallen received a report about a wagon 
going up a sandy hill on a rainy day in the 
area of Cordova leaving behind in the 
wagon tracks a trail of shining gold. 
Cameron Brown disputes this by saying 


that the wagon broke open a rock exposing 


gold, but the fact was that Mr. Carscallen 
saw the glitter and offered the woman 
owner of the property a small sum of 
money (said to be $600.) for 100 acres. 

There was some amusement amongst 
the local pct at the time as everyone 
thought thiS*fellow mistook fool's gold for 
the real thing, but it turned out Carscallen 
had the last laugh. When he was proved 
right, it is said he paid the woman an 
additional small sum to. still public 
disapproval of his acquiring the property so 
cheaply. Ty 

Mr. Carscallen started sinking a shaft 
and reached a depth of 60 feet after which 
he installed two grinding, mills and 
recovered sufficient gold to intefest an 
English company in the properts. This 
company took over about 1905, Started

extensive development and during the next » 
six years they installed a 30-stamp mill, 

spent $130,000 on development and 

extracted 56,785 tons of ore which 

produced .15,746 ozs. of gold for a total 

value at those-days’ prices of $289,301. 

They derived power to run the mine by 

building a power plant at the bottom of 
Cordova Lake, then known as Deer Lake, 4 
miles distant, at the spot where the Crowe 
River emerges from Cordova Lake and 
where the Cordova Lake Fish Hatchery 1s 
now situated. 

They constructed a 1550 foot- six-foot 
flume to bring water to the power plant and 
succeeded in developing 1200 horsepower 
by driving two turbines of 800 and 400 
horsepower each. The . 800-horsepower 
turbine drove, by means of 30 endless 
cotton ropes,. a large two-stage air 
compressor giving 5,000 cubic feet of free 
air per minute and this air was conveyed 
through three miles of steel pipe to the 
mine at 100 pounds pressure per square 
inch. The 400-horsepower turbine was 


connected to a generator and the resulting , 


2200-volt current was conveyed over three 
aluminum cables to the transformer station 
at the mine where it was used for driving 
motors and lighting. The como ressed air 
was used to ‘gperate the rock drills and 
hoists. According to Jim Cumming. the 
decision to partially transport air instead of 
electricity was because direct’ current. 
rather than alternating current was used at 
the time and there would not have been 
sufficient power by wire to carry on the 
operation. Problems arose in this pipe. 
however, since it ran above ground and so 
froze in winter and was heated in summer, 
with the result that many cracks formed. 
‘*You could hear the air escaping as you 
walked along it’, said Mr. Cumming.

**They didn't do theif homework", claims 
Mr. Cumming. ‘“'Only after surveying, 
diamond drilling and delineation of ore 
-reserves and values should a shaft be sunk 
and a mill contemplated. But their idea was 
to find property, raise money in England 
and put up a palatial house for the manager 
and other housing for the workers and start 
a mill. More importantly, the management 
was in London rather than on _ the 
property”. But, says Mr. Brown, this was 
not the reason the mill was not profitable. 
‘‘The ore shoots are delineated in length 
and height. It’s like a dog chasing its tail. 
Whatever ore you might find is spent 
looking for more ore’’, he said. 

It is such differences of opinion that make 
for gambles. 

The English company sold out in 914 
to.a company known as the Cordova Miavs 
Ltd.. It operated spasmodically under 
various owners until its closing in 193°. 
According to some sources, towards the 
end of their operation there was much 
bewilderment about so little gold being 
extracted from the ore. Upon dismantle- 
ment of the equipment it was found that for 
some time the mill had operated with 
broken paddles. Mr. Brown explained the 
traditional method of extracting gold. The 
ore is first ground fine and then leeched in 
a solution of sodium cyanide which 
dissolves the gold.and forms a sludge. The 
gold is retrieved from the sludge by adding 
metallic zinc dust which attract gold. The 
zinc is then heated in a furnace and it 
fumes off as zinc fume leaving gold behind. 
The paddles breaking in the tank during 
the puddling operation unbe!:nownst to the 
operators prevented the extraction: from 
takin place. | 

So the gold is there, however poor or 
good the grade, and so-are all abandoned 
shafts running under the village. The 
population of Cordova has decreased to 100 
or so who, for the most part, look 
elsewhere for their livelihood. But. still 
standing in all its grandeur is the 
manager's .house occupied by Cameron 
Brown on its estate-like grounds sur- 
rounded by the houses the English 
company built for its workers - still the 
homes of Cordova's people. And beneath 
the ground are still the long abondoned 
shafts with  gold-veined walls, veins, 
according to. the Cordova Gold Mines 
brochure, ‘'8 to 50 feet wide some running 
for one and a quarter miles.”

perspective of achieving optimum use of 
scarce land resources and not from the 
concept of an urban-centred region. In the 
past, Richards notes, land use planning 
has had an urban-centred concept. 

Prof. Richards headed a research team 
at the University of Guelph that has just 
compiled ‘A Guide to the Use of Land 
Information’. The objective of the report 1s_ 
to provide information of assistance to 
those who must make décisions about land 
use. Other members of the team were J.A. 
Hansen, W.E.J. Worthy, and D.E. Irvine. 

Accelerating growth reaching out from 
Ontario's \urban centres into the sur- 
rounding countryside is producing concern 
as to whether our land resources can meet 
the demands of increasing population. It 
does not necessarily follow, the authors 
note. that we should meet urban land 
needs first and leave the fest to 
agriculture. 

Many changes are now taking place in 
the non-metropolitan regions 0 Ontario, 
not the least of which is the fact that many 
parts of our province are becoming more 
fully occupied than previously. Conse- 
quently, many problems are now arising 
due to competition created between 
different land users. 

As the demand for land continues to 
increase, so will the need for objective and 
detailed information about land in order 
that a certain use may justifiably be 
designated as having priority in a specific 
area. 

The new ‘Guide to the Use of Land 
Information’ will provide an important 
source for municipal planners who must 
make land use decisions relating to rural 
land. The authors’ aim has been to make 
the-land users’ job easier by providing an 
easy-to-use aid in interpreting land 
information and determining its availabi- 
lity and sources. 

There are many kinds of decisions 
dealing with land use that must be made, 
and.consequently there are many kinds of 
information to be considered. The Guide 
attempts to bring together as much of this

There's more than one way to solve a 
problem, especially in the home garden. 
Chemical control measures can be used to 
rid the garden of insects and disease. but 
in many cases you can managé without 
them. 

Non-chemical control and _ biological 
control methods are becoming more 
popular with growing numbers of- home 

ardeners, says Bob Fleming, Ontario 

inistry of Agriculture and Food horticul- 
{urist. 

‘Although these methods are impracti- 


cal for the large-scale | eels they are ~ 


ideal for the hobby gardener,’’ he says. 

Healthy plants are the best prevention 
against disease damage. Adequate spacing 
and thinning will prevent disease by 
allowing good air circulation to dry the 
foliage quickly. 

Encourage the presence of a resident 
flock of birds to eat weed seeds and help 
keep insects under control. Providing some 
food, water, and a protective cover of trees 
shrubs will attract birds to your property. 


Many insect problems that affect 
vegetables can be avoided by adjusting 
planting dates. For example. beans, peas 
and corn planted after June 10 in southern 
Ontario or June 20 in northern Ontario will 
suffer less damage from seed corn maggot. 
If you wait ufitil June-lto plant carrots and 
parsnips. there is less chance of cerrot.rust 
fly damage. 

Encourage beneficial insects in your 
garden. Ladybird beetles, parasitic wasps. 
and praying mantis will help keep aphids 
and caterpillars under control. Although 
some beneficial insects can be purchased 
at garden centres, Mr. Fleming warns that | 
it is difficult to keep them from straying 
away from: your garden. 

Some plants, such as marigolds and 
garlic, can be used as natural insect 
repellents. The smell of marigolds planted 
in the vegetable garden will help keep 
aphids away. Some rose growers claim that 
a clove of garlic planted under each rose 
bush will protect it from aphid and red 
spider damage. 


Organic garden controls within reach for hobbyist 


More recent forms of natural insecticides 
include derris dust or rotenone, and 
pyrethrum. which is manufactured from a 
species of chrysanthemum. Used in a spray 
form. a bacteria culture called thuricide 
can be used to control spruce budworm and 
certain caterpillars. :

Road dust 
may be 
polluter 


is road dust a significant contributor to 
air pollution? A Toronto consultant is 
undertaking a $425,000 study over the next 
two years aimed at identifying the kind and 
origin of dust particles present in 
Hamilton’s air and to evaluate the 
effectiveness of street cleaning in reducing 
the amount. 

The study, by United Technology and 
Science: Inc., has been commissioned by 
government and industry. Environment 
Canada is contributing $223,000, Environ- 
ment Ontario $177,000, The Steel 
Company of Canada $15,000 and Dofasco 
$10,000, Environment Minister Dr. Harry 
C. Parrott announced in Hamilton today. 

While abatement efforts by industry 
have resulted in substantial reductions in 
concentrations of total suspended particu-’ 
jate matter in urban areas in Canada, there 
appears to be a limit to the improvements 
in air quality which can be achieved 
through control of traditional sources. 
Hamilton is selected for the study because 


its industrial mix lends itself well to 


particulate definition and analysis. 

According to C.J. MacFarlane, director 
of Environment Ontario’s West Central 
Region, industries in Hamilton have spent 
$80 million on air pollution control since 
1970 and as a result, particulate levels 
measured in Hamilton’s air have been 
reduced by 29 percent. Further abatement 
measures that could now be undertaken 
are increasingly costly and decreasingly 
efficient. Mr. MacFarlane also said that a 
large proportion of dust in the air is caused 
by non-industrial sources such as roads, 
stockpiles and demolitions. 

The test area will be selected streets in 
Hamilton. A field study will be ied out 
in the first year of the project. Year Two 
will be devoted to analysis of this data. 

The study is expected to result in sound 
scientific information on the proportion of 
air pollution attributable to such factors as 
road dust and industry. An optimum 
cost-effective control strategy will also be 
identified and eventually serve as a model 
for other urban areas.

Hunter 
will face-— 
stiffer test 


New hunters will face a stiffer test when 

they sit down to write their hunting licence 
examination this fall. The Ministry of 
Natural Resources is implementing a 
revised examination on August 1. 
- The new examination contains 60 
multiple choice questions and places 
greater emphasis on hunting ethics, 
wildlife management, wildlife identifica- 
tion, hunter-landowner relations and bow 
hunting. 

All first-time hunters and those unable 
to prove they have hunted before, must 
pass the hunting licence examination. 
Applicants under 20 years of age must first 
complete the ministry’s training program. 
The minimum enrollment age is 15 years, 
with written consent of both parents or 
guardian. 

Applicants must pass the written portion 
of the examination before attempting the 
practical portion. In the practical part of 
the test, the individual must be able to 
handle firearms safely and skillfully. and 
also answer questions about muzzle 
loaders or archery equipment. 

Successful applicants are issued. a 
ceftificate which enables them to purchase 
a peovinely) hunting licence. 

inistry officials say that the 22-year-old 
hunter safety training program, which has 
trained approximately half-a-million new 
hunters, has helped reduce the number of 
hunting accidents from a total of 154 in 
1960 - including 34 fatalities - to.68 in 1978, 
only eight of which were fatal. 

The ministry- proposes to make addition- 
al changes during the next five years to 
further upgrade the requirements for 
obtaining provincial hunting licences and 
to develop an even more comprehcusive 
and effective hunter education program.

But budworm 
outbreaks are a natural part of the life of 
boreal forests, and our struggle against the 
fact may well prove futile.

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Well continues as council headache 


The regular meeting of Madoc Council 
was held on Tuesday, August 6th with all 
members of council present. 

Jim Hasé and Mr. Brian Whitahead of 
J.D. Lee and Geo-Environ attended the 
meeting to provide council with the 
necessary information to continue trying to 
locate a suitable well site for a backup well 
in Madoc. Mr. Whitehead had been 
requested to attend to clear up the matter 
of the test done on No. 2 test well and it 
was his opinion that, although another test 
should be done on this site to ensure that 
all possibilities of this site’s suitability had 
been explored; he felt that No. 1 municipal 
well and No. 2 test well were on the same 
water table which eliminated this. site as a 
‘spond site for a No. 2 municipal well. 
Jowever, he did not rule out the fact that 
this well could be used for a backup for No. 
1 well in the event that something should 
go wrong with that well. 

Mr. Whitehead was of the opinion that 
this well site would not. meet the necessary 
gallonage to supply the village and that 
council would therefore have to look 
elsewhere for an appropriate backup well. 
It was dccided that another test would be 
done on this property to establish the 
relationship with No. 1 well and Mr. 
Whitehead also suggested that the well 
could by dynamited to see if that might not 


’ release the required gallonage. 


Jim Hase and Bill Taylor had witched 
several other possible areas and they 
recommended three alternate sites for 
drilling should No. 2 test well not prove 
out. This would mean that if the Burke 
property iseliot going to’supply the amount 
of water necessary, council would already 
be looking into the possibilities of 
obtaining the options to drill on these 
alternate sites-and thus reduce delay. Mr. 
Whitehead expressed reservations about 
witching for water, feeling that he could 
pick sites as well as anyone using the 
witching method, but he was willing to drill

in several other areas at council’s 
direction. 

Mr. Bert Vandenburg, of Wood. Gundy 
Ltd., also attended council to provide 
information regarding debenturing for the 
water and sewer project.

Canada now produces less than half of 
the asparagus bought by Canadian 
consumers. Professor Herman Tiessen and 
a research team at the University of Guelph 
are on out to improve that picture. 
With ‘the aid of a $336,000 research grant 
spread over five years, the researchers 

»pe to double Canadian production of the 
de aie vegetable. : 

The project will seek improved.varieties, 
new cultural techniques and better 
production management, Tiessen says. As 
co-ordinator of the project he is working 
with a team that includes geneticist Len 
Butler, plant physiologist Patricia Harney, 
and plant pathologist Blair MacNeill, all 
faculty members at the University of 


Guelph. 

Professor Tiessen, of the ent of 
Horticultural Science at Guelph, in 
co-operation with provincial and federal 


researchers, is establishing trial plots at 
Simcoe and Harrow in Ontario, the Fraser 
and Mega ge Valleys in British Columbia, 
in Quebec. Field trial plots are 
already well established at the University 
of eee ale horticultural research station 
at Cambridge, Ontario, where the work 
dates back to 1973. British Columbia and 
Ontario were chosen for test plot sites 
because those two provinces produce most 
of the asparagus grown in Canada. Smaller 
quantities are grown in Quebec and 
Manitoba. Prof. Tiessen says that there is 
tential for development in Quebec, the 
aritimes and the western provinces as 
well. 

Field studies will ‘assess commercial 
varieties available elsewhere for adapta- 
bility to Canadian conditions, quality and 
yield. Some varieties developed elsewhere

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For most of his life, the heronry was his, 


the cause of frustration, unwanted - 
_ publicity across the country, perhaps 


around the world. Five years ago, he 
telinquished his title to the acres of 
virtually inaccessible marshland to the 
local conservation authority, but kept an 
eye on the land just the same. 

Now the herons are going away, and 
ironically, Everett Elmhurst is remorseful. 
“The Birdsall Wildlife Area is a 480 acre 

of land on the shores of Rice Lake, 


about five miles west of Hastings. Long

Perhaps it is the heron’s human-like 


characteristics that fascinates naturalists. — 


It has the grandeur and independence of 
man- it also has man’s curse of destruction. 
For this reason, the relationship between 
the herons afd Everett.Elmhurst became 
a difficult and frustrating one. “~~... 
The land chosen by the herons to be their 
home contains, according to Mr. Elmhurst, 
one of the finest woodlots in this part of the 
country. Woodlots are cared for and 
cultivated by farmers like grain a careful 


-_ rotation from one zone to another leads to a 


steady income from the lumber taken out, 
and can be passed on from one generation 
to the next. But the ever increasing heron 
‘population of years ago was damaging and 
destroying a large number of these trees 
through poisoning the soil with their 
droppings. 

‘The devastation was stunning,’’ recalls 
Mr. Elmhurst. ‘‘They’ve killed 80 acres of 
the finest timber in the area.’’ 

‘I was told that their dropping contain a 
high amount of nitrates, because they feed 
upon high protein material. It’s acidic, and 
on soil begins to change and the trees 

ie.” 

Everett Elmhurst walked into the 
heronry years ago and was flabberjasted 
by the extent of the damage. For two acres, 

1 one could see was whitewashed trees 
and grass. Returning to the heronfy year 
after year, the cycle of doom for the trees 
had taken hold. 

**At four years, the trees were dead- 
whitewashed, they just suffocated. At five 
to six years, they crumble, look more like 
skeletons- some fall over. If you cut into 
them, you see how it happened- coal black 
inside. After ten years, t ey’re gone- you’d 
never know they were there!’ 

Everett Elmhurst had been in possession 
of the land for a short time, and decided 
that something had to be done to save the

‘‘Well, I was young then’’ he chuckles, ~

photographs. 

So unusual was this case it went all the 
way to Queen's Park, where the aerial 

hotographs were circulated in the 
egislature. After consulting with their 
attornéys, they were ready to cast their 
verdict. It surprised everyone. 

**They decided that what had happened 
was an act of God and therefore there 
would be no compensation,’’ smiles Mr. 
Elmhurst, shaking his head. *‘However, 


- they gave me a permit allowing me to shoot 


any herons on lot 13, 14 of Otonabee 
Township. Here I had the right to kill some 
400 adults and young herons." 

Everrett Elmhurst was, and myster- 
iously still is, the only person in the ocuntry 
with the right to shoot the heron. But here 
was no cause for alarm in_ the 
ever-expanding heronry. 

‘They knew darn well when they issued 
me the permit that | wouldn't shoot a 
robin,”’ he says. 

It was then, he adds, that it ‘all blew’. 
National media attention came to his 
doorstep. A friend of the Elmhursts, noted 
naturalist writer Nick Nicholls, revealed to 
the country in pictures what was going on 
in the heronry. Agents from the federal 
government dropped in on Mr. Elmhurst 
and told him the permit was_ invalid 
because ‘it dealt with the welfare of 
migratory birds crossing an internationa’ 
border-Ottawa’s concern. But they didn't 
revoke it, and neither has Queen's Park 11 
the twenty years since. 

The federal parliament got info the ac: 
and debated the subject of the heronry fo: 
days. They came to no decision and Mr 
Elmhurst was right back where he started 

‘*You should have seen my mail- yes, fan 
mail!’* he smiles. “‘All kinds of soa Pg sent 
advice, some even sent money. My MP 
called me up and asked ‘What the hell is 
going on?’ He had never seen a heron and 
he was on the spot.’ 

At last, in 1974, Mr. Elmhurst was weary 
of controversy, disappointed with govern- 
ment inaction and convinced he would 
never raise a rifle to down the majestic 
birds. 

The Otonabee Region Conservation 
Authority bought the land, and a few 
bordering parcels and designated it a 
wildlife preserve. Large colonies of herons 
are a rarity, and now ORCA had one; for 
awhile anyway. 

Inf the five years since purchase the 
number of nests in the Birdsall Area has 
declined from 165 to 35. ORCA has a 
number of theories, including one that 
suggests that the herons themselves, 
through the destruction of their droppings, 
‘are responsible tur their own decline and 
are going elsewhere. Everett Elmhurst 
takes another view. 

‘I've coined a phrase for what | think 
has happened,”’ he says, pausing for 
effect. “‘People pollution. it's people 
driving them away."’

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Threshing 


Since World War Il combines have taken 
the place of threshing machines in 
popularity for removing grain from the 
straw. With one operation a combine 
enters a field, cuts a swathe and as the 
machine progresses down the row grain is 
blown into an accompanying wagon. The 
advantage, of course, is in reduction of 
manpower, man hours and labour. But 
some people are returning to the old 
methods. John Davidson, R.R. 3, 
Havelock, is one such believer in 
threshing. This Spring he bought a 
machine from a man in Millbrook. His 
uncle, Everett Quackenbush, has been 
threshing regularly every year and John 
wanted a machine of his own. Last week he 
threshed some of the wheat from property 
he leases from Carman McMillen about a 
mile east 6f Havelock. The advantage of 
threshing is a greater return of grain since 
the crop is.cut and stooked before it is dead 
ripe. Also, he gets a longer straw since a 
mower cuts lower than a combine. With six 
or seven men working he enters a field and 


harvests in the old way. Disadvantages - \ 


rain soaks the stooks and several days of 
sunshine are required to dry them out.

studying the problem, and suggested that 
the area be closed to the public during the 
nesting season, from early June to 
mid-July. A bridge was built to the once 
inaccessible heronry, and a trailer park and 
resort is now within a quarter of a mile 
from it, adding more disturbance. 

‘Hordes <of people came by the 
busloads,’’ says Mr. Elmhurst with a little 
bitterness in his voice. ‘‘They built a 
parking ‘lot across the road and filled it 
every Sunday. There were kids yelling and 
screaming all over with two or three adults 
to supervise them.”’ 

Through an agreement with ORCA, Mr. 
and Mrs. Elmhurst are to keep an eye on 
the heronry, to make sure access was 
gained by permission. Many people 
entered as they pleased. 

Now, no one is allowed in. A sign is 
posted at the gate, even after the nesting 
season. 

‘One day two biologists went into the 
heronry. to observe the birds. I looked 
overhead and I saw dozens of herons flying 
about, disturbed by their presence. Two 
men, walking in quiet as mice. Can you - 
imagine what the herons did when 150 
school kids were in there? The world 
descended upon them,"’ says Mr. 
Elmhurst. 

Herons are not an endangered speciés. 
Mr. Hooke assures ‘that the herons “are 
simply moving elsewhere. A small 
population has been spotted east of Trent 


River on land resembling Birdsalls. Mr. 


Hooke adds that while the _ possible 
disappearance of the herons from the site 
will be sad, the site is still an excellent 
wildlife habitat, attractive for hiking. But 
he makes it clear they want to save the area 
for herons- and have changed earlier 
policies like public access during nesting 
season. 

Mr. Elmhurst is optimistic that the 
downward trend can be arrested and 
reversed. He is hopeful that the remaining 
birds and their offspring will return. 

- “For a hundred years, they were in 
isolation, a mile away from the nearest 
person. All of a sudden, they were in a sea 
of people. ‘‘Probably one of the greatest 
lessons has been learned herc. Nature 
authorities now know. This will never 
happen anywhere ever again,’ he says. 

The Conservation: Authority presented 
Mr. Elmhurst with a preserved heron, 
restored by a taxidermist in its grace. It’s 
on a wall in his kitchen, a symbol of his 
very interesting past and his association 
with the birds. And he thinks it a shame 
that now, after all these years, they would 
leave him.

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One of the most persistent and 
controversial pollutants of the last decade 
has been mercury - one\of the so-called 


heavy metals. Originally identified as a 


concern because of high emissioris from 


' pulp and paper operations, mercury 


rovides a fascinating case study into the 
andling of toxic pollutants in Ontario. 


Mercury is very stable, meaning that 
once it escapes into the environment it 
stays there for a long time. As well, a form 
of mercury becomes biologically active and 
enters the food chain, accumulating higher 
and higher levels in the predators at the 
top of that chain. Man is at the very top, 
and occurrences of mercury poisoning in 
Japan sparked: fears of a similar tragedy 
here. 


Mercury affects the nervous system. 
When seeds for field crops were treated 
with a mercury pesticide, poisoning of 
birds, causing staggering, convulsions, 
and death, was fairly common. When 
mercury poisoning in humans reaches high

levels, similar symptoms occur. 
The control measures of the last ten 
years are beginning to show results. 
Mercury concentrations in falcon eggs 


have dropped steadily on the prairies as a 


result of the banning of mercury treating of 
seeds. Samples” of crayfish in mercury- 
lluted waters show a similar decline. 
ercury emissions from chlor-alkali 
plants, a major source, have dropped 99 
percent since 1972 when tough regulations 
came into effect. 

Nevertheless, the problem remains 
serious. Large quantities of mercury 
remain in the polluted sediments at the 
bottom of lakes and rivers contaminated 
before 1972. One of the side effects of the 
increasing acidification of these waters by 
acid rain is an increase in the availability of 
heavy metals, including mercury. 

One puzzling aspect is the presence of 
mercury in many lakes with no industrial 
source located nearby. Scientists now think 
that air-borne transport plays a major role, 
and that emissions into the atmosphere 


Septic tanks on 11 lakes 
surveyed by students 


Environment Ontario is employing 12 
students on a survey of septic tanks and 
sewage disposal systems for about 1,900 
cottages on 11 lakes in the Kawartha, 
Muskoka and Haliburton lake areas this 
summer. 

The lakes jnclude: Gold, Beaver, 
McGuinnes, Mississauga and Catchacoma 
in the Kawarthas; Big Esson, Miskawabie, 
Haliburton, Grass and the north end of 


- Kashagawigamog in the Haliburton area; 


parts of Nine Mile and Lake Muskoka. 
The pfoject has two objectives: 
- To find any cottagers who aren't 
disposing of their sewage in an 
environmentally safe way, so that 


abatement officers can ensure corrective © 


measures are taken. 

- To sample drinking water supplies on 
the property, to determine safety-through 
quality ‘tests in the Ministry laboratory. 

The students are attending several 
Ontario universities, in courses ranging 
from biology to economics. They are 
among 389 students engaged in over 100 
research and survey projects for the 
Ministry of the Environment this summer 
as part of The Ontario Youth Secretariat 


- Experience ‘79 program. 


he students set.out in pairs to interview 
the cottagers, sketch the property, inspect 
the pipes, check the location of the) septic 
tank and look for any surface discharges. 
The system is then rated for quality and the 


{ survey is complete. 


A common problem is ‘‘on ground 
surface’ discharges, which range from the 
cottage which doesn’t have piped Water 
and from which dirty kitchen water is 
dumped back into the woods somewhere, 
to the system with ‘several pipes 
discharging substantial waste onto the 
ground. This is a problem, regardless of 
the quantity involved. 

The program began in 1970, with the 


- major Kawartha lakes through the Trent 


Canal. According to Mr. Joe Olajos, the 


-private abatement officer who has 


supervised the program since it started in 
the Peterborough district, it was not 
uncomimon at that time to find raw sewage 
pumped directly into a lake. 

“these days we find virtually none of 
the blatant polluters we often found 
through the, initial surveys. People are 
more aware of their environment now, 
although 40 percent of the cottages still 
require some correction to be totally 
pollution-free,”” said "Mr. Olajos. 

“Most of the people are really very 
co-operative,’” sai Ken Gawley, a 
Western University student working for 
the Peterborough program based at Beaver 
Lake. ‘They realize it's going to benefit 
the cottage community if the problems are

cleaned up now, while they’re still not too 
serious.”’ 


‘It’s a career-related experience for’ 


me,’’ said Vicky Johnson, a biology major 
at Queens University whose home town is 
Peterborough. ‘‘Meeting so many friendly 
cottagers has also made it a lot-of fun.”’ 

The abatement program has been very 
successful; 100 percent of the problems the 
students find are corrected. Often it’s a 


-case of the cottagers simply not knowing 
they are causing an environmental 


problem. The program counteracts this by 
providing information to owners through 
the cottagers’ associations; films and 
written material are available through 
many associations and also from the 
Peterborough and Gravenhurst district 
offices of Environment Ontario.

The third edition of a wildlife disease . 
manual of special interest to veterinarians, 
trappers. conservation officers and sports- 
men has been released. :

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Tri-Council meeting

A tri-council gape was held at the 
Madoc Council chambers on Tuesday, 
August 14th, and after some harsh words 


_ and lots of discussion, many of the matters 


that could have developed into a serious 
problem for the arena board and the three 


‘councils involved, appeared to be ironed 


out. The major discussion throughout the 
meeting was directed at the running of the 
arena and the problems that the arena 
board and the arena manager were having. 
Although other members of.the arena 


board, other than council members, had 


been invited to attend the meeting as well 
as those from council, no other members 
attended due to various reasons. Mr. Jim 
Daniels, the third representative from tie 
Village of Madoc besides the two members 
from council, handed in his resignation to 
council prior to the meeting and cited 
personal reasons for his withdrawal from 
the board. 

The arena board is made up of nine men, 
three from each of the three municipalities; 
two of those representatives come from the 
council, while the third member is a council 
appointed representative of that area. This 
was felt to be the fairest method of running 
the arena and all members of council at the 
tri-county meeting agreed that this method 
should and could work if, once a decision 
had been made by the board, evéryone on 
the board would work towards making that 
decision work. 

Trouble on the arena board has been 
brewing for over a month, now, in regards 
to the job that the arena manager was 
doing and whether or not he should ¥e kept 
on or fired, At the various meetings that 
have been held involving this problem, the 
board has had a problem reaching a 
decision in either direction and_ this 
appears. to have brought about the 
attendant dissension on the board. This 
dissension appeared to be brought to a 
head last week when Councillor Joe Ash 
made.a report to Madoc Council about 
these problems and. asked for direction 
from that body. The members of Madoc 
Township Council were incensed at the 
report which stated that two .of the 
representatives from the township would 
resign if the arena manager was not fired. 
They felt that if there was a | genet 
conflict between themselves and the arena 
manager that could not be resolved, it 
would be better if they resigned and were 
replaced by ‘‘yes’’ men who would agree to 
anything that the board proposed and not 
create waves. Gerald’ Reid, of Madoc 
Township Council, admitted to making that 
statement and felt that he had taken his 
stand and would not change it. ‘But I'm 
not going to resign now!"’ he added. “'I'm 
going to stick there and be a thorn in his 
(John Ash) side. If he (the arena manager) 


‘starts to work with me, then I can work 


with him but there are two sides to every 
story.’ Mr. Reid had been one of the 
members of the arena board who felt that 
the arena manager, Mr. Greg Rosnuk, was 
not doing the job he was hired to do and, 
alihough thedeoard seenfed unanimous on 
that decision at one meeting, he 
complained that members of the board 
would later change their minds and there 
would then be a split decision. Both he and 
Maurice Goulah felt that it was me that 
the cards were laid.on the table and that 
the board stood by their decisions, one way 
or the other. Both complained that they

An 
account has been opened atthe bank under 
the name “Operation Love" and all 
donations, big or small, are welcome 
People are reminded that preparations for 
the arrival*of the family cannot continue

Originally, the sponsors were consi- 
dering sponsoring a famnily of four but with 
the excellent response of people who wish 
to help, they feel that they can now sponsor 
a family of six. Other sponsors have come 
forward and offered to house the additional 
people because the apartment by the 
Veermans would be too small for six 
people.

431 Air Demonstration Squadron *‘The 
Snowbirds’’ are now established as one of 
the world’s foremost formation aerobatic 
display teams. They are renowned for 
loops and_ rolls performed in precise, 
overlapped formations, tightly choreo- 
graphed with age dd Lee head-on 
crosses and twinkle rolls of the solos. 

The show opens with nine jet aircraft 
weaving white smoke trails in their tiny 
red, white and blue Canadian Tutor jet 
aircrafts. For a change of pace, the 
Snowbirds break into elements of a seven 

lane formation and two solo aircrafts. The 

8 minute performance is concluded as the 
team rejoins for a nine plane closing 
manoeuver. : 

The Snowbirds have been tasked* with 
the performance of a formation aerobatic 
display to demonstrate to the Canadian 
public, the skills and proficiency of the 
Canadian Armed Forces. Many long and 


dedicated hours of practice were required _ 
for the polished performance, however, all” 


team members demonstrate the basic skills 
which have become the hallmark of the 
Canadian Forces T reiting System. Whe- 
ther representing sea, land or air elements, 
Canadian Forces men and women exhibit 
the same high degree of professionalism 
and expertise that the Snowbirds seek to 
exemplify. 

The Snowbirds were formed in 1971 at 
Canadian Forces Base Moose Jaw, 
Saskatchewan; to continue the tradition of 
- aerial perfection established by such 
eminent predecessors as the Golden 
Hawks of the 1950s and the Golden 
Centennaires of 1967. ; 

Since inception, the team has rformed 
‘an average of 75 demonstrations each 
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season across North America including 
annual visits to Canada’s north. In 1974 the 
Snowbirds became the first display team to 
perform within the Arctic Circle and in 
1975 performed an unique midnight show

On 
the 4th, July, 1976, the team performed in 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania as part of the 
United States Bi-Centennial celebrations 
as well as a performance at the 1976 


Summer Olympics at Montreal, Quebec 
and Kingston, Ontario. The 1977 season 
was highlighted by -performances at the 
Canadian International Air Show at 
Toronto, Ontario and the National Air 
Races at Reno, Nevada. 1978 also was a 
landmark year in the squadron's history as 
the Snowbirds were granted permanent 
status and became the 431 Air Demonstra- 
tion Squadron. 

Designed and manufactured by Canadair 
of Montreal Canada, the Tutor (designated 
CT114) is the basic jet trainer of the 
Canadian Forces. It is fully instrumented 
with Tacan/VOR/ILS capability and is 
pressurized for sustained flight at the 
aircraft ceiling of 41,000 feet. The Tutor 
cruises at 450 MPH at a typical cruise 
altitude of 35,000 feet and is full aerobatic. 
A normal cross-country flight would touch 
down in Calgary, Regina and Winnipeg on 
a trip from Vancouver. The somewhat 
limited range of the aircraft is offset by its 
excellent manoeuvreability and high rate of 
serviceability. The aircraft has a seating 
capacity of two, in side by side 
configuration. The. Tutor has a gross 
weight of 7.400 Ibs. and is powered by the 
Orenda J-85 jet engine developing 2,700 
lbs. of thrust. 

The Snowbird schedule is now esta- 
blished at approximately 65 shows spread 
over a season which lasts from April to 
October. This year’s squadron, with Major 
Tomm Griffis as the new leader, will be 
endeavouring to carry on the Snowbird 
tradition and: we hope to represent the 
Canadian Armed Forces to another 
audience of over three million people 
throughout North America.

On Friday, August 24th, it was brought 
to the attention of the media in this area 
that the Ontario Provincial Police anti- 
gambling squad was SONRECHOG an 
investigation into a chain letter being 
circulated in the province of Ontario. It was 
originally felt that the particular letter in 
question was not being circulated in this 
area but, Constable Boa Kuzyk of the 
Belleville OPP detachment, informed us 
that he had been contacted by several 

-ople who had been approached to invest 
in a chain letter. 

The letter that has stirred up the 
investigation, asks for a person to invest 
$100 and solicit two more people for the list 
and. after doing this, they can reap 4 
return of $204,800. ‘‘For people to be able 
to reap a return of that much money, 4 very 
large number of people must be involved,” 
said Constable Kuzyk. ‘‘The sad part about 
chain letters of this magnitude is that most 
people pay their $100, enlist two other 
people and then get very little profit back 
from the scheme and never come close to 


the amount that they are supposed to 
collect.” 


The Ontario Provincial Police wish to 
remind anyone who might be considering 
becoming involved in a chain letter. that it 
is illegal under the lotteries and games of 
chance act. The penalty for participation in 
a chain letter is two years imprisonment. 
The police remind people not to participate 
in these letters and that if they have 
knowledge of such a letter or are presently 
participating in a chain letter, to contact 
their nearest OPP detachment and leave 
their name, address and phone number. 

Constable Kuzyk stated that chain 
letters do occur from time to time during a 
year but are not usually as widespread as 
this particular letter. ‘Normally, they 
promise ten bottles of liquor with an 
investment of two bottles or something 
similar to that, but seldom do you see a 
letter promising $204,800. All chain letters 
are illegal and should be avoided by 


everyone.”

kickbacks. 
I'm on the outside looking in. As the 


famous comédian, Will Rogers, said so 
2p ge. Raa ago: ‘‘All I know is what I read 
in the spapers. I have not had the time 


or the money (t»go down to Toronto and 
listen to the charges and counter charges. 
But I’m sure puzzled about what is going 
on.”’ 
Who can you believe? First, the 
residents of the two major chains - 
blaws and Dominion - give a figure on 


' the total percentage they received in 
rebates. A month or so later, they come; 


back and give a different figure. 

What I suspect - and a number of letters 
have come in recently asking why I haven’t 
commented on the inquiry - has come from 
between the lines in what is being 
reported. 

Judge W.W. Leach has criticized both 
companies for their lack of candor. He 
called the president of Dominion Stores 
‘‘obtuse’’, which, in my dictionary, means 
slow in thought. 

No matter. What I see is an aura of 
secrecy, a deliberate casting of suspicion, 
by the big retail chains. They are not going 
to reveal what the left hand doeth for fear 
their competitors will cut that hand off at 
the elbow. 

In my humble opinion, | think these 
discounts and rebates tend to cut down on 
open competition by leaving fewer 
products on supermarket shelves from 
which shoppers can choose. This cutting 
off of other suppliers only gives those chain 
stores the opportunity to concentrate 
economic power right from the time the 
product leaves the farmer until it reaches 
your table and mine. 

Many times over the last decade this 
column has forcibly pointed out how the 
conglomerates can - and do - take a bite of 
profits all along the food chain. By giving 
or taking rebates and allowances, these 
huge stores with so many fingers in so 
many pies can gouge the consumer. 

I emphasize: They can gouge the 
consumer. Whether they have done so has 
not yet been clearly established. But they 
have the power and this power should be 
curbed. 

Whether this inquiry will be able to do 
any OY to prevent this concentration is 
doubtful. 

As I read the articles in a number of 
newspapers, I can only conclude that some 
witnesses are revealing as little as 

ssible. Some of the testimony, in fact, 

eads me to believe that some witnesses 
are deliberately leaving misleading im- 
pressions. 

Dave -Nichol of Loblaws and Allan 
Jackson of Dominion Stores gave a 
completely different percentage on the 
total amount of discounts and allowances 
received from suppliers. The differences in 
percentage were small but loomed large 
when put into dollars and cents. In June, 
Nichol estimated his chain achieves a rate 
of about two percent on sales. Jackson said 
his chain received more than three percent. 

Later, when those figures were 
questioned, Nichol came back with a figure 
of 5.3 percent of sales and Jackson came 
back with a figure of 4.3 percent of sales. 

If the people giving testimony keep 
changing their minds every 10 days, what 
good is the inquiry? When it was set up 
more than a year ago, Bill Newman, the 
minister of agriculture and food for 
Ontario, said it could be the most 
expensive inquiry ever undertaken by the 
province. 

Maybe he knew something | didn’t 
know. Maybe he knew it would be next to

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“I've sold everything from manure piles 
to gold pieces,’’ says Glenn McLaughlin, 


_ Trent River’s well established auctioneer. 


At least twice a week he’s up to his knees 
in items which have to be sold quickly, 
without any hesitation. Glenn says he 
Beaker doesn't get attached to things 
‘but does admit to hanging onto the odd 
gem. You couldn't really blame him, 
secing as he attends at least four auctions a 
week as a buyer, apart \from his own 
regular ones Wednesday and Sunday 


evenings in Trent River. 


Born and raised in Trent River, Glenn 
attended a school in the village which is 
now a private home. At about the age of 
twenty-one he left for the Reisch Auction 
College in Mason City, lowa, to learn the 


_ trade of auctioneering. During the three 


week period Glenn and his. classmates 
rattled off tongue twisters seventeen hours 
a day seven days a week. Experts in 
various fields such as livestock and 
antiques also gave lectures as a part of the 
training (one would think the poor tongue 
would need-a rest too). 

Back in Trent River Glenn occupied a 
few back rooms in: his father’s post office 
and held a sale about once every three 
weeks. Glenn has had a new home for his 


merchandise since October last year. He 
has set himself up in a garage about a 
quarter of a mile up the road. There he 
runs his auctions year round and averages 
forty consignments a week. 

Most of Glenn’s buyers are local people

but they come from as far as Oshawa, 
Belleville and Bancroft to get a bargain. 
After being in the business for a while he 
has gotten to know a lot of his buyers and 
often uses first names during the auction. 
Glenn is also very sensitive to the moods 
and thoughts of the people in the crowd. 
On one occasion I was contemplating 
buying an article when suddenly, from 
nowhere, 'Glenn stopped, turned around 
and said to me ‘‘I can tell you're thinkin’ 
about it.’” He was right and I ended up 
buying the article. (1 wonder if they gave | 
him a mind-reading course in lowa?). 

Actually most people are not that 
predictable. Attending an auction is an 
unique personal experience. Some people 
just can’t be satisfied yet others are 
delighted with the outcome of the event. 
Some people aren't even interested in 
attending auctions yet others drive a 
hundred miles to get in on it. 

Prices are a funny thing too, even to 
Glenn. He recalled a plate which he‘bought 
in a department store for two dollars. Later 
he auctioned it off and it went for 
twenty-four dollars. ‘‘All you need is two

people,"’ says Glenn, ‘“‘and there's no 
telling what something will sell for. At 
other times valuable items will go for fifty 
‘cents simply because nobody attending the 
auction has any use for it. 

Glenn thinks he has got himself into 
something very rewarding. Strangely 
enough he feels, ‘‘the tougher the times 
are the better it is for the auctioneer."’ Yet, 
when the peopl have a lot of money they 
also attend auctions...so how can you lose. 

But Glenn is not the only businessman in 
the family. His wife, Pat, works as a 
hairdresser in their home in Trent River. 
She also prides herself on a beautiful 
collection of antiques which adorns their 
home. And their daughter Glenda, well, 
she’s a little too young to be. pursuing a 
career even though she would like to 
become a teacher. Perhaps she had better 
go to school before she makes up her mind 
on that one. 


After having attended a few of Glenn 
McLaughlin’s auctions I can only sum it all 
up with this one last phrase...’*beauty 1s 
truly in the eyes of the beholder’’.

operates on the same rinciple as a 
cable-car. Steel cables hooked to tne 
flatbeds pull the boats up at a fair speed 
and deposit boats either in the channel to 
Port Severn, or the Lake Couchiching.

The new railway was designed to take 
the strain of increased boat traffic off the 
limited facilities of the old railway. The 
value of the railway as an aid to Ontario's 
tourist industry made the investment quite 
worthwhile. The railway can handle boats 
up to a hundred feet long and 24 feet wide 
and up to 100 tons. Few boats of that 
description have come near the railway, 
but they’re ready. 

Why did the canal planners, in their 
wisdom, build a marine railway instead of 
locks? It seems that there are fish called 
sea lamprey in Lake Huron who would 
make short-order of any fish in Lake 
Simcoe and beyond if allowed to get 
through. The marine railway prevents.this 
migration, and although it frequently 
inspires the ire of boaters and lock 
masters, everybody agrees this is the only 
way to go.
